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Label A. Katz, President of the Supreme Lodge of B'nai B'rith, is a 
native of New Orleans. At 44 he is the youngest chief executive in the 
119-year history of B'nai B'rith. 

Mr. Katz has been active in Jewish community affairs since his 
affiliation with the B.B. youth movement at the age of 15. Subsequently 
he held various positions in the B.B. organization until his election in 
1959 as the order's 14th President for a three-year term, being re-elected 
last year to a second term. 

In the past four years Mr. Katz has travelled to the six continents 
in behalf of Jewish causes and has logged more than 250,000 miles 
in his travels. He is the first International President of B.B. ever to 
visit Edmonton and Western Canada.

Feb. 3, 1913 — Petition for lodge formation signed by 26 interested 
Jewish citizens included; W. Diamond, J. S. Beckman, H. B. Kline, 
L. Goldsmith, H. Brody, A. H. Goldberg, C. Horwitz, L. Cristall, 

B. M. Goldman, AA. Greenblatt, F. Ramelson, H. Levison, AA. Rosen- 
bloom, P. Levi, J. Hazzi, H. A. Roth, D. Shugarman, L. F. Sapira, 

C. Glucklik, F. Fruchtman, AA. Philipson, L. Golansky, J. Cristall, 
G. Glucklik, A. Huffman, AA. Lauer. Petition granted Feb. 20, and 
on AAarch 9, 1913, 67 charter members were installed in the new 
lodge with Bro. Paul Levi elected President. 

1913 - 1919 — Funds contributed to Patriotic Fund for the Armed 
Services overseas; Western Canadian Orphanage in Winnipeg 
(est. 1913); Ladies Aid Society (later the National Council of Jewsh 
Women) for the needy; and Talmud Torah. 

Nov. 22, 1920 — Leo AA. Levy AAemorial Hospital at Hot Springs, Ark. 
granted annual appropriation. In 1930 standing committee with 
Bro. J. Cristall as secretary-treasurer created to raise annual funds 
for Winnipeg Jewish Orphanage. 

May 28, 1921 — Contributions to the Talmud Torah raised to $300 
and supported by special AAonte Carlo. 

Feb. 27, 1922 — Lodge adopted two Jewish orphans in Europe. 

Dec. 28, 1923 — Funds raised to assist the B.B. Palestine Home Build¬ 
ing Fund. 

Jan. 9, 1924 — Lodge raised over $4,000 over 4 years to assist Jewish 
refugees from Ukraine settle in Canada. Chairman, H. A. Friedman 
and Employment Chairman, J. H. Samuels. 

Oct. 30, 1924 — A standing committee formed to raise funds for 
Jewish Old Folks Home of Western Canada (Winnipeg) included 
Bro. H. A. Friedman, Chairman; Bro. J. Erlanger, secretary-treasurer. 

June 1925 — Bro. Fred Swartz headed committee which raised $1,000 
for Talmud Torah Building. Private lodge room made available 
there and occupied on Feb. 9, 1926. 

Feb. 27, 1926 — First B.B. Public initiation and dance, staged success¬ 
fully by the "Live Wire" committee under Bro. H. L. Baltzan, was 
an annual event for ten years. 

May 2, 1926 — Contribution of $200 to Keren Hayesod was only one 
of many lodge donations to Palestine over next 20 years. 

April 1, 1928 — Aroused by a brilliant address of visiting District 
Pres. Hiram Frankel, $4,000 pledged to assist the "Wider Scope 
Campaign" to expand A.Z.A. and Hillel movements. 

May 28, 1928 - B.B. took firm stand opposing religious teaching 
in Public Schools. 
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March 30, 1930 — The formal installation of A.Z.A. Chapter No. 121 
by the Calgary Degree Team followed by a dance. Bros. Fred 
Swartz and A. A. Dower headed adult committee. 

May 28, 1930 — Lodge launched protest against British immigration 
policy in Palestine. 

Nov. 16, 1930 — Philip Klutznick, President of Omaha lodge, was 
guest of lodge and A.Z.A. Chapter. 

Oct. 7, 1931 — Instant response to request for funds by N.C.J.W. 
relief committee to cope with "a serious local situation". By 
1935 B.B. participated in management and fund raising for local 
indigents, conducting annual drives until 1937. 

Sept. 28. 1932 — Student Loan Association created under management 
of Bros. J. D. Dower, H. L. Baltzan, H. A. Friedman, C. AAargolus 
and M. I. Lieberman. A $50 scholarship offered to 2nd year 
Honors Arts and Science student at the University of Alberta. 
B.B. Anti-Defamation activity has been a major contribution to the 
Jewish Community. Close scrutiny of films, books, radio, speeches 
and newspapers under the guidance of Bros. H. A. Friedman and 
M. I. Lieberman. Bro. M. I. Lieberman gave 47 years of devoted 
leadership to the ADL, resigning in 1961. 

Oct. 1935 — A proposal to establish a Western Canadian Anti-Defa¬ 
mation office in Winnipeg, rejected in favor of co-operation of 
local lodge ADL committee with Canadian Jewish Congress. 
Financial support of "Good Will Talks", a radio program conducted 
by Bro. Rabbi Eisen from 1935 to 1938. 

Feb. 3, 1937 — Established a $100 scholarship for 2nd year Law 
student at University of Alberta. 

June 16, 1937 — First B.B. Golf Tournament successfully staged. 

Aug. 21, 1937 — Organizational meeting of Western Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of District No. 6 at Moose Jaw, with Bros. H. L. Baltzan and 
J. H. Samuels as delegates. 

Feb. 1, 1938 — Silver Jubilee celebrated with dinner and dance at 
Macdonald Hotel. Addressed by National Director of Hillel Foun¬ 
dation, Dr. A. L. Sachar. Bro. H. Bloomfield headed Jubilee 
Committee and Bro. H. L. Baltzan was Dinner Chairman. Sponsor¬ 
ship shared by N.C.J.W. 

March 6, 1938 — B.B. Committee assisted in local employment place¬ 
ment under chairmanship of Bro. A. A. Dower (1938), W. Levine 
(1939). 

June 1, 1938 — Contributed Jewish Books to Public Library under 
supervision of Bro. Rabbi Eisen. Project continued until 1948. 

Nov. 9, 1938 — First Federated Budget Campaign with Bro. H. L. 
Baltzan as chairman was culmination of effort of B.B. Budget 
Survey Committee for co-ordinated fund-raising in Edmonton. 

May, 1940 — Bro. H. L. Baltzan elected President of Western Canadian 
Council at convention held in Edmonton. 
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1940 - 1945 — Activities centered on War effort — funds raised for 
parcels sent to men in services; local hospitality to service men; 
comforts and entertainment for the disabled veterans in local 
hospitals. 

Employment assistance given European refugees on arrival in 
Edmonton; destitute families liberated from concentration camps 
aided by parcels channelled through B.B. District Office. 

Jan.12, 1943 — B.B. Girls organized as Lillian Frieman Chapter No. 117 
with Marcia Fratkin (Backun) elected President. 

Nov, 11, 1946 — First Annual Remembrance Day Services held at 
Jewish Cemetery. In 1961 Bro. M. Wasserman was honored with 
th S.C.A.F.V. pin (Service Committee for Armed Forces & Veterans) 
for his continuous chairmanship since its inception. 

Dec. 16, 1946 — Young Men's Group (B.B.Y.M.) Chapter No. 107 
received charter with first President, Dr. J. Guild, followed by 
Bro. Burton Margolus. In 1949, the group integrated with lodge. 

May, 1947 — Due to leadership of Edmonton delegates, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan lodges formed North West Canadian Council 
(N.W.C.C.) at Regina Convention, with Bros. Wolfe Margolus, 
President; Earl Lyons, Secretary. 

Oct, 1947 — Provided teams for Community Chest Campaigns since 
formation in 1941 and continued service until 1960. 

Dec. 1947 — Rabbi Gotthold, Director of Hillel at the University of 
Saskatchewan laid foundation for the establishment of a Hillel 
chapter here. A temporary student committee set up under T. H. 
Miller and Burton Margolus. 

May 21, 1948 — Edmonton host for the second N.W.C.C. convention 
with District President Lou Harrison as guest speaker. Subsequent 
convention chairmen were Bros. W. Margolus and H. Baltzan 
(1953); D. Wolochow (1959). 

Dec. 2, 1948 — Hillel Counsellorship at the U. of A. officially inaug¬ 
urated by Rabbi A. J. Lelyveld, National Director of B.B. Hillel. 
Hershel Samuels was elected first President with Rabbi B. L. Hurwitz 
appointed Counsellor. 

Feb. 19, 1949 — Successfully hosted second inter-lodge Bonspiel (the 
first held in Saskatoon 1948), J. Wener, Secretary. Other Bonspiels 
in Edmonton, 1956 — Bro. M. Wyman, Chairman; Bro. S. Laskin, 
Secretary; 1960 — Bro. S. Laskin, Chairman; Bro. G. Zurin, Secretary. 
Today ranks as annual major social and athletic function in Council 
area. 

March 2, 1949 — B.B. sponsored tour of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
through Western Canada and success acclaimed by the Jewish 
and non-Jewish community alike. 

Sept. 1951 — Aid-to-lsrael committee gathered 1,000 lbs. of clothing 
for shipment under chairmanship of President H. Singer. 

April 8, 1952 — "Package Fund" financing was adopted. 
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April 23, 1952 — B.B. Curling League, inaugurated in 1949, held 
final Banquet. From this League the Menorah Curling Club evolved 
in 1952 with Bro. Shim Laskin as its first President. 

May 8, 1952 — Lodge as sponsoring organization, received the charter 
of 18th Wolf Cub Pack, formed through the efforts of Bro. George 
Levine. 

May 22, 1952 — Annual visits by District Presidents: Morris Jacobs, 
1952; followed annually by Presidents Phillip Mitchell, Jack Wise¬ 
man, Sid Karbel, Harry Epstein, David Goldfine, Sam Stone,, 
Irvin Lavine, Nathan Rappen, Dr. E. Imber. 

Sept. 10, 1952 — Successful golf tournament held at the Municipal 
Golf Course to become an annual sport event. 

Nov. 19, 1952 — Framed Charter prepared by "Elder Statesman" Bro. 
M. I. Lieberman presented again by his son, Bro. Samuel S. 
Liberman, and accepted by Warden G. Zurin. Bro. W. D. Goldberg 
presented 1920- 1940 minutes, the only continuous set available 
for this history. 

Sept. 1953 — Successful B.B. Smorgasbord and dance under chairman¬ 
ship of Bros. S. S. Lieberman and H. Bookhalter, adopted as only 
annual fund-raising project for the lodge. 

Dec. 9, 1953 — A pledge of $1,000 to the Talmud Torah Building 
Fund was made... In addition $700 annual grant and $50 for 
Talmud Torah Bazaar is donated. 

Proposed Edmonton Jewish Community Council endorsed by B.B. 
membership. 

Oct. 17, 1954 — First edition of "Borscht & Blintzes", edited by Bro. 
David Wolochow issued. Interesting and well-written news pub¬ 
lication ceased after 35 editions in support of "Our Community 
News". 

April 25, 1955 — Approved establishment of a B.B. Camp at Ghost 
Pine Lake and B.B. assumed community obligation to raise 
$30,000 (later increased to $42,500). Camp Capital Committee 
headed by Bro. Mickey Dlin, chairman; Leo Mickelson, treasurer. 

Oct. 1955 — Jewish Family Services (Jewish Welfare Society) granted 
an annual allocation of $500 (reduced in 1958 to $250) providing 
funds for appointment of a Social Worker as professional staff. 

Feb. 1, 1956 — Organization of Alberta Lodge No. 2062 in Edmonton 
culminated months of intensive work by committee guided by 
Bro. E. Lyons and Bro. W. D. Goldberg. Bro. I. Gitterman elected 
first President of new lodge. 

Feb. 18, 1956 — Bros. T. H. Miller (1956) and Zane Feldman (1957-59) 
were chairmen of "Brotherhood-in-Action" program when boys 
from St. Mary's Home were entertained. 

July 29, 1956 — Official opening of B.B. Youth Camp at Pine Lake 
held under the auspices of N.W.C.C. Successful camp operation 
due to efforts of dedicated volunteers alternating between Calgary 
and Edmonton. Local co-ordinators, Bros. M. Dlin, A. Rubin and 
Abe Segal. 
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Nov. 1956 — Athletic program for Jewish youth started under auspices 
of both lodges and Community Council at Victoria High School 
(1955), and moved to Westminster Junior High Shocol in 1958. 
Chairman Mitch Pechet and C. Pauli. 

Dec. 1956 — Camp Scholarships included in B.B. budget to subsidize 
children unable to meet full price. 

April 23, 1958 — Bro. N. H. Young only resident Charter Member 
elected Honorary President, the first member to receive this recog¬ 
nition. 

Dec. 10, 1958 — Edmonton B.B. Council formed to co-ordinate respon¬ 
sibilities of both lodges. Bro. Dr. E. Wershof presented a certificate 
in recognition of service as President of Degree Team for 26 years. 

May 13, 1959 — Bro. T. H. Miller appointed official delegate of 
N.W.C.C. to the Tri-Centennial Supreme Lodge convention in 
Jerusalem. Bro. M. Dlin accompanied him as alternate delegate. 

Oct. - Dec. 1960 — Lodge expressed appreciation for outstanding con¬ 
tributions: Key chains to Bros. S. Goldenberg and G. Zurin for 
5-year service in annual fund-raising project. Scrolls for 10-year 
service to Bro. J. Saslow on the welfare committee, and Bro. H. 
Garfin, chairman of sick visiting committee; Bros. Burton Margolus 
and David Wolochow with naming of class of new members for 
their work in B.B.Y.O. 

Nov. 1960 — Final payment made on commitment of $1,200 to Henry 
Monsky Fund. 

June 7, 1961 — First community award night held to recognize vol¬ 
unteer community workers. Man of the Year — Bro. G. Levine; 
Male volunteer for Youth — Bro. H. Leon; Female Volunteer for 
Youth — Mrs. Louis Wiseman; Ben B'rith of the year — Bro. Mickey 
Dlin. 

in 1962 named Man of the Year — Bro. T. H. Miller; Male and 

Female Volunteer for Youth — Bro. & Mrs. Abe Segal; Ben B'rith of 
the Year — Bro. D. Wolochow. 

The selection committee for Public Relations (ADL) re-organized 
to include Zionist Council and Lodge No. 2062. 

Dec. 13, 1961 — Bro. A. L. Cohen presented life membership Certifi¬ 
cate. 

May 1962 — "Chai" Certificate of Honor awarded lodge B.B. Fund 
Campaign Cabinet in appreciation of the lodge fulfillment of fin¬ 
ancial obligations to the agencies of the order. 

March 1963 — Bruce C. Mintz, Grade 11 student at Ross Sheppard 
High School, wniner of 50th Anniversary Essay contest. Second 
prize awarded to Jack Epstein and honorable mention to Myra 
Lee Nozick. 

March 30, 1963 — Lodge celebrates 50th Anniversary with Internati¬ 
onal President Label Katz as guest speaker at Dinner held in 
Macdonald Hotel. Bros. T. H. Miller and S. S. Lieberman Co-Chair¬ 
men of Anniversary Committee. 
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Jacob A. Baltzan — Pioneer Educator ...

If we were to ask the name of one great pioneer of the 
Edmonton Jewish Community, the reply would be — the late Jacob 
A. Baltzan — founder, leader and devoted worker. He made many 
important contributions toward this community's development. Today 
we see the results of his unselfish work in the foundations of Jewish 
communal life — the Talmud Torah and the Synagogues. Through 
these legacies to our community, Jacob Baltzan is one man who will 
never be forgotten. 

To understand the reasons for this devotion to Jewish life, 
we should trace his personal history. Born in Leova, Bessarabia, in 
1873, he was the youngest in a family of six children. In loving 
his brothers and sisters, Mr. Baltzan learned devotion both to children 
and his fellow man in later life. Because of his very fine Hebrew 
education in an orthodox and Zionistic setting, Jacob Baltzan realized 
that other Jews should have an opportunity to share in this rich 
cultural background. As we shall soon see, it was this concept that 
inspired him to be community-minded. 

After serving in the Czar's army, Mr. Baltzan fled from the 
Russian wars of 1904 to New York. He brought with him, his wife, 
Nina Hercovitz of Gechenst, Bessarabia, and several of his family. 
Dissatisfied with the restricted life of populous New York City, Mr. 
Baltzan decided to seek his fortunes elsewhere. 

Having a brother in Lipton, Saskatchewan, Mr. Baltzan decided 
to visit him. Intrigued by the challenge of pioneer life, he joined this 
colony of ney immigrant Jews and homesteaded there from 1905 to 
1908. Because of illness and crop failures, Mr. Baltzan and his family 
moved to Govan, Saskatchewan. There he operated a general store 
and participated in civic affairs. He was dissatisfied with the limited 
facilities for medical care and educational opportunity for his family. 
Thus he sought a new home. Fortunately, he selected the newly 
incorporated city of Edmonton, Alberta. Although Edmonton, then, 
boasted three small newspapers, unpaved streets, frame and log houses, 
it still provided a "Cheder" and Synagogue to fulfill his immediate 
needs. 

Two days before his birthday. May 16th, 1911, Mr. Jacob 
Baltzan and his family took up residence in Edmonton where he spent 
the rest of his life as one of the early citizens of the Jewish community. 
It is at this point that the story of this great pioneer really begins. 

Within one year, the presence of the Baltzan family was felt by 
the Edmonton Jewish Community. Mr. Baltzan took up partnership 
of a furniture store on 101st Street and Jasper with Mr. M. Lurie. The 
Baltzan's "open house", a focal point of the Jewish Community, was 
built on Boyle Street (103rd Avenue and 95th Street). This Jewish 
home warmly welcomed travellers, merchants and rabbis who passed 
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through Edmonton. At almost every supper meal, the Baltzan family 
plus a "bissel more" (a few more) ate together. Almost every evening 
the "Baltzan Hotel" housed a visitor. 

Jacob Baltzan's communal love was boundless. He noticed the 
shocking state of the Jewish cemetery and felt that it was his duty to 
remedy it. He introduced modern methods of burial which led to the 
establishement of the Chevra Kadisha in 1913. To this day, Chevra 
Kadisha, a volunter organization, has been carrying on the traditions 
set by this man of vision. 

Improving Jewish education for the local children was a constant 
concern to Jacob Baltzan. He devoted his energies toward the Edmonton 
Hebrew Free School, with a firm belief in an integrated system of 
Hebrew education. When he came to Edmonton, he found a small 
Cheder in the basement of the 95th Street Beth Israel Synagogue. 
Lending his leadership to a small courageous group, he began the task 
of building this institution as a monument of Jewish growth and edu¬ 
cation. As chairman of the Board of Education, his first step was to 
initiate a curriculum. Mr. Baltzan envisioned a Hebrew Day School 
as the best means of perpetuating a culture and learning. His dream 
became a reality with the founding of the Edmonton Talmud Torah 
Day School in 1926. Until 1952, when a new Talmud Torah was built, 
the Day School was situated on 103rd Street. As a further contribution 
to our community, Mr. Baltzan's son Hy, gave leadership in building 
the new school that presently stands on 106th Avenue and 132nd Street. 
This was the first Hebrew Day School in Canada. Aware of the need 
for raising the educational standards in Western Canada, Jacob Baltzan 
helped convene the first of Hebrew educators in 1937 in Saskatoon. 

Other communal affairs involved Mr. Baltzan. During World 
War I, he promoted the United War Effort in this Community. In 1913, 
he was one of the charter members of B'nai B'rith Lodge No. 732 and 
during the 1920's served as Gabbai of the Beth Israel Synagogue. Also, 
he established the Hebrew Loan Association in 1927, and participated in 
Zionist campaigns. In contributing to all phases of community life on 
such a high level, Mr. Baltzan revealed his characteristics as patriot, 
religious man, humanitarian, and philantropist. 

Jacob Baltzan was not a man of great wealth but left a rich 
legacy to his family and through them, to the community. The respect 
of his children who still speak of him as "poppa" is indicative of the 
warm and loving home that he fostered. Jacob Baltzan could not have 
accomplished all of these things without the help of his gracious wife, 
Nina, who shared in partnership with him, his trials and triumphs. She 
still resides in Edmonton, the Matriarch of a family who carries on with 
reverence the traditions set by Jacob Baltzan. 

Jacob A. Baltzan was a remarkable man. In his lifetime, he 
showed the human attributes of kindness, generosity and dedication. 
This humble man was never critical of others and his sense of humor 
was pleasant. When he died in 1939, Edmonton's Jewish Community 
suffered an irreparable loss. The cornerstone of the Talmud Torah 
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School was placed as a tribute to Mr. Baltzan so that his memory 
might be perpetuated. 

Today the younger generation may not see the face of Jacob 
A. Baltzan but in Jewish educational systems, the youth of Edmonton 
can see the fruits of his labours.
